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Will the Steel Trade ReVive? 


The American Metal 


Th« position ot the steel industry at 


present is tharthe United States Steel 
Cpaoratlon it operating at approxi- 
masnr as heavy a,rate as at any time 
i« the recent past, while the independ- 
ent* are operating at something like 
SO 9*r csnt on an average, there being 
a »lde divergence. Several plants are 
practically idle, others are operating 
at tO to SO per cent and a, tow are. do- 
Ill 7* per cent or better* Independent 
operations are decreasing and by the 
•si of the year -will be materially 
lighter man at present It is all a 
attest ot business on books, and the 
prises at which •"producer was selling 
•one Ume ago the more business there 
ia e» twoka at preseit, on irhich to 
operate. 


Viet question' la naturally asked, 


when mm demand for steel revive? 
•*• *eet ehmld b« emphasized that 
tMs Is not a, natter that is subject to 
tfee eUdatto* ot the nllln. The'case Is 
/not Hke that ot many retail stoics, 
wMefc would have a-ranch larger bus- 
iness today it the; reduced their 
Slices. Fattens ot retail stores have 
(one on strut* against high prices. It 
has been noticed that whenever Im- 
portant reductions were made, good 
steed sales resulted. 


There is Bo price issue between the 


steel mills and their customers. It is 
not asprice 'deadlock. Buyers are cot 
making bids and producers rejecting 
bids, tor any tonoage of steel that 
would amount to anything. Thue no 
situation is presented that the mills 
could meet by reducing prices. It is 
to be assumed that mills could afford 
to maie some reductions in prices, 
perhaps cot extensive, and still have 
profits, provided they were assured of 
moderately full operation. By cutting 
costs they could maka further and 
more extensive p r i c e reductions. 
There Is no adequate volume ot bus- 
iness available at this time at any 
price. 


The answer to 'the question why 


there is no demand lor steel Is differ- 
ent in different lines ot consumption. 


The public has .stopped .buying auto- 
mobiles and probably would not buy 
to any extent it prices were reduced to 
the automobile , lactory • cost, even 
though that would doubtless be a. very 
extensive reduction. If- the price of 
each automobile, irere reduced now toy 
the total amount that the steel mill. 
received for tne steel consumed In 
building the automublle the sale would 
be materially increased.

In the case of building of dwelling 


houses, apartment houses, office build- 
ings and tote! buildings th« cost ot 
the etesl does not stsad IB the way. 
The builder or investor is not object- 
ing in particular to the cost of the 
steel involved, but to the cost of con- 
struction in general, the high prices 
for the various things required, and 
particularly the high }abor cost, made 
by high wage rates and very (lack 
performance of the men.' 
*- • 


In the. case ot the railroads there 


ig a lack ot tunds available at such 
jnterest,rat«5 as the railroads would 
be Justified in paying, when they are 
guaranteed at the outside eamlaj* no 
greater than six per cent on valuation. 
In the case u£ freig&i cape there it the 
difficulty of high costs ot the various 
parts and appurtenances that must.be 
assembled by 'the car builder. The 
railroads consider'some of the prices 
outrageously high. There Is no partic- 
ular objection to the price that would 
have to be paid for plates or^tructural 
shapes for building cars. 


The other lines of consumption 


could be taken up in detail, the whole 
summary showing that for one reason 
Or another, 'buyers of steel are not 
seeking cteei at thii time. It Is not 
the price'Of steel that stands In the 
way. Eventually steel prices may be 
lower,'and certainly some mllla will 
quote lower prices than* they quote 
now, but there Is no, case of mills re- 
fusing to meet the situation that ex- 
ists. The country Is not yet ready to 
take steel In large qnanities and will 
have to go much farther in resdju^t- 
ment before It becomes ready.

Is F.asy, Says Specialist, if Tenters 


I'Mi Interest el the Children Instead 
ef fena! Exercises U the lext- 
k«t>k») SesstoB Closes Temorrow.' 


PITTSBURG, Nov. 26—"The educa- 


tion of the hundreds of thousands of 
children In the mining villages'and 
town's '• in various sections of' the 
United States Involves so many prob- 
lems common to thcee communities, 
but different In character or In de- 
gree.'or In both,-from the education 
of the children, In other communities, 
that the United States Bureau of Ed- 
ucation has .felt it a part of its duty 
to bring these prbbloms to the atten- 
tion of the' coal companies, school of- 
ficers and others by means of confer. 
ences and bulletins." said W. S. Pef- 
fenbaugh of the United States Bureau 
ot Education in his opening remarks 
here today at a conference called by 
'that bureau and the University of 
£ittsburg to discuss the educational 
problems of mining communities.* 
;; The topics dltcunsed today were 
"The Company'* Interest in the 
Schools ot' Its Community," by T. T. 
Bead, chief ot- division of education, 
United States Bureau of Mines. Be 
showed that every mining company is, 
or should be, vitally interested in the 
education of lt« workmen. B. A. Mar- 
tin, vocational director, Allegheny 
county, discussed gardening {or min- 
ers, showing that it Is -possible for- 
them to have gardens upon which they 
may raise much of their food and at 
the same time have healthful recrea- 
tion for themselves and their children. 


"If my children could only learn 


English," wails the teacher In every 
^fining community where there are 
children of foreign parentage. "But,1' 
according to Orton I/owe, specialist 
la English instruction, Pennsylvania 
Department of Education, "the teach- 
ing ot English to children In mining 
towns is a. perfect!} natural and sim- 
ple process." Air. Lowe continued: 


"The teacher should use the Inter- 


acts of the child and not formal ex- 
ercises in a textbook She must know 
the Slavic people and the Italians, to- 
gether with their native tastes and 
culture, as well as the native Inhab- 
itants of the Allegheny plateau who 
make an influential minority in every 
mining eocumroitf. The school build- 
ings and pounds, poor as they are in 
most coal districts, can easily be turn- 
ed Into a Rialtp for the exchange of 
ideas in clear and sensible English." 


"Evening school.*: for miners have 


come to stay and should be organized 
at all mines regardless of who pays 
for them," declared 
R. Z. 
Virgin, 


technical editor, Coal Trade Bulletin. 
"The 
ultimate 
result ot evening 


•etoolsV continued Mr 
Virgin, "is 


that coal companies get a. higher type 
of service and society gets broader 
thinking mine workers." 


Mr. Virgin outlined plans for con- 


ducting evening schools for miners, 
and called especinl attention to the 
mine extension work being done by 
several colleges and universities. 


"Civic Education "-was the theme of 


Dr. itOUla Nnsbaum, associate super- 
intendent and director of American- 
ization, Philadelphia. It is important 
that the civic life of the mining town 
be studied in the schools. "Begin at 
home to study civics," he declared.

Nations, without referring the matter 
to the peoples of the several nations, 
could recruit an International army 
and diapatcb. it on missions which, 
though not directly warlike, might 
easily lead to war. 


Which, contention w&s correct is an- 


swered from Genova. The league is to 
dispatch an armed force to Vilna to 
supervise the plebiscite ordered to be 
held there by the League Council on 
the question of whether the Vllna dis- 
trict Is to be Lithuanian or Polish. If 
ths ple-blficlte is regularly conducted 
and its result accepted the army will 
be one merely of observation; other- 
wise it m&y be an army of action. 


The armed force is to be composed 


of contingents furnished by Great 
Britain, Prance, Belgium and Spain. 
The authorization for the dispatch of 
the several contingents, it would seem, 
comes exclusively *rom the executive 
departments of the various govern- 
ments concerned. There !s no pre- 
tense of going beyond secret meetings 
of cabinets for authorization. 


Wh*t -would our government do 


were it an unreserved member of the 
league when a case similar to Vilna 
arose? "Would our executive depart- 
ment assume the Dover to join m 
the policing expedition or would It 
say th»t Congress must first be con- 
sulted? Little doubt exists as to the 
aniirer that must he returned. A 
President would act first and consult 
afterward. This was the course pur- 
sued when our troops helped make up 
the International expedition to Peking. 
It was the course pursued -when Pres- 
ident Wilson landed forces at Vera 
Cruz. Anything short of express war 
a President assumes the right to do, 


he judges -when there is forma] 


w.ir and.when there is nnt. He can put 
the country in such a position that it 
cannot -well back out if war comes. 


So conclusive evidence Is presented 


that those who said a President in ef- 
fect put us into war did not decelve- 
Those who anked for a. reservation 
limiting his power If there was to be 
respect for the spirit as well as the 
letter of tie Constitution hare been 
vindicated by the first considerable 
act of the league. 


If President Wilson were represent- 


ed at Geneva, with the powers con- 
ferred on Mm by an unconditional 
ratification of the covenant, one could 
easily Imagine that be would have de- 
cided that duty and manifest destiny 
called on him to send our soldiers to 
Vilna and that he was the sole judge 
of the necessities of the case. He 
would have polntei out, not -without 
force, that to wilt to consult Congress 
would effectively prevent us from aid- 
ing ID meeting a crisis.
